division, supreme court, Friday 
morning. In giving his decision, Mr 
Justice Ford said the alleged con- 
spiracy was “wholly Imagination.” 
M. and Mme. Lucien Julien Sem 
iond, Algerian-Frencn plaintiffs, 
who sought the return of their leas- 
ed lands as weli as heavy 
were ordered to pay the costs of the 
case. 


“I am compelled to accept the 
evidence of the defendants,” said 
Mr. Justice Ford, expressing the 


opinion that the elderly plaintiffs 


had not perjured themselves, but 
“had built up the case in their 
minds by their process of reasoning 
since the lease was made. I am 
satisfied that Mme. Semiond had 
authority from her husband to 
make the lease. I am of the opin- 


jon that Mr. Dechene had the au- 


thority to enter into the lease on 
behalf of both of them—at least 
efter consultation with Mme 
Semiond.” 

Dismissing the suggestion of 


fraud on the part of’the defend- 
an‘s, the judge said that it was 
a “most imaginary conspiracy.”

PRIMARY PRODUCERS FIRST 
No one needs to be told that when Canadian 
farmers, miners, lumbermen and fishermen 
are prospering the nation enjoys good times. 
Nor—after the last five years—that when these 
producers of key products cannot sel] them and

Put money in the pockets of the primary 
producers, and business and professional men 
can find ways to earn a living. Keep money 
out of their pockets, and all but the independ- 
ently rich drift toward poverty and the relief 
lines. 

So far as Canada is concerned, the new trade 
agreement with the United States has been 
framed with the special object of restoring the 
primary producer's earning power and spending 
power. It gains for him easier access to a 
great consuming market from which he has 
been excluded by the most rigid of exclusive 
tariffs. It reduces the tax-margin added to the 
price of machinery and equipment he has to 
buy. It cheapens household articles which 
make up his cost of living. 

The farmer, the miner, the lumberman and 
the fisherman are given a dual advantage. They 
will be able to sell in a wider market and 
therefore at more favorable prices, and the 
cost of carrying on their operations will be 
modified. There are profits in sight for them 
in their selling, and economies in their business 
and living expenses. 

To accomplish these betterments for the 
primary producers is obviously the main pur- 
pose of the agreement, from Canada’s stand- 
point. Since there was no prospect of better- 
ment for anybody unless and until the primary 
producer became again a producer of exchange- 
able wealth, the nation as a whole must benefit 
in proportion as this end is gained. 

Here and there special interests may lament 
the loss of a per centage of the tariff protection 
they have had. But since protection in a market 
that had no adequate buying power has been 
of little use to them, even these fearful ones 
may be comforted in the knowledge that they 
will have an opportunity to sell their goods to 
people who have more money in their pockets. 

Canadian industry never yet languished 
when Canada’s primary producers were pros- 
pering; and never prospered at any other time. 
That is something the gentlemen should think 
about who are bewailing the reduction of the 
tariff that failed to make them rich according 
to specifications.

The music-hall roysterers in the “gay nine- 
ties’ who used to sing 

“Up in a balloon boys, up in a balloon,” 
never dreamed a day would come when men 
would go fourteen miles up into the sky, out 
of sight of earth, Yet that is what Capt. Orvil 
Anderson and Capt. Albert 
Stevens of the U.S. army did 
a few days ago. General 
outlines of the remarkable 
trip to the stratosphere were 
given in press despatches; 
some closer detail may prove 
of interest to those who have 
a hunger to know what the 
outer aerial covering of our 
earth is like, or who marvel 
at the courage and method of 
those who seek to navigate 
an element not their own.

Readers of Van Loon’s Geography will re- 
call how he pictures mankind as clustering on 
the mountain tops and plateaus which emerge 
above the waters that cover most of the earth, 
Students of the stratosphere reverse the image. 
They picture the atmosphere as a great sea 
that covers the earth, with mankind helplessly 
at the bottom, like the+strange sub-oceanic 
fishes which cannot rise above the ooze. They 
design machines to carry them upward nearer 
the surface, using their knowledge to avert 
analogous disasters to those suffered by sub- 
oceanic fishes when they get hurled upward out 
of their native depths, 

Getting up into the stratosphere is one 
thing; existing while there is another; and re- 
turning safely to earth is yet another problem. 
The last previous party to enter the stratosphere 
—a party of three Soviet scientists who at- 
tained a record height of 72,200 feet—crashed 
in making their descent. Stevens and Ander- 
son attained a 2000-feet greater height and 
made their descent in safety. All their in- 
struments are intact. When the records and 
findings are compiled and considered, it is 
believed they will add greatly to man’s equip- 
ment of knowledge to aid him in his age-old 
quest to unravel the mystery of being and 
comprehend the strange machine on which he 
is travelling in space from a Whence and to a 
Whither that as yet he knows little of. 

The Stevens-Anderson expedition was under 
the joint sponsorship of the National Geo- 
graphic Society and the U.S. Army Air Corps. 
It must have cost a lot of money. A great 
balloon had to be prepared, so high that when 
the top of the bag started to inflate, it rose the 
height of a 27-storey building while the mouth 
of the balloon was still on the ground. Pictures 
of the ascent show what looks like a one-third 
filled bag. That was to allow for the great ex- 
pansion that takes place as the bag rises into 
thin air and meets the rays of the sun. 

It had to carry a metal gondola into which 
the two men could seal themselves as protection 
against the intense cold, and replenish the air 
with oxygen from gas flasks. Various instru- 
ments were attached to the outside of the gon- 
dola, while ireless sending and 
receiving set. The men were heavily clothed to 
Id

To bring down a balloon, gas must be 
released. To control or stop the downward 
descent there must be ballast that can be 
thrown overboard. Acccrdingly the gondola 


was draped outside with ballast bags contain- 
ng 4000 pounds of lead shot. In each bag was 
a detonator, such used for setting off 
dynamite. By sending an electric spark into a 
bag and exploding the detonator, the balloon- 
uld instantly release ballast. 

Then there was the danger of a major dis- 
aster that would destroy the treasured records, 
so atop the gondola was folded an 80 foot para- 
chute to soften its abrupt descent to earth. Each 
of the men had his own parachute. 

To aid the filling of the great bag and 
steady its departure from earth, a filling sta- 
tion was built in a great natural rock bow] in 
South Dakota. Then they had to wait since 
September 29 for a clear, calm day. At word of 
perfect weather conditions the balloon was 
inflated and farewells taken. Less than a min- 
ute after release, the balloon with its seven 
ton burden had cleared the 500 feet rock walls 
of the bowl. 
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The start was made at 7 am. It took the 
craft four hours and 20 minutes to reach the 
peak of its journey. An hour before that, 
Stevens started the cosmic ray recorders. By 
means of their wireless set the men kept in 
touch with the scientific staff below. At 60,000 
feet they reported the etmosphere in the gon- 
dola as “fairly dry,” but the windows were 
frosting. At 74,000 feet—34,000 feet out into the 
stratosphere—the cold was 55 degrees below 
zero. The chill of the thin cold air penetrated 
the light shell of the gondola. 

Much of the ascent was made at a speed of 
300 feet per minute. For most of the way down 
the balloonists managed to regulate their drop 
to the same speed i 

What is it like up in the stratosphere near 
noon on a bright sunny day? 

Looking beneath them towards the earth 
was a vast expanse of fleecy white, fading into 
blue at the horizons, 

Above them was an 
mysterious sea of space. 

There was no light on the pathway between 
the sun and themselves. It seemed to be even 
darker on the side of the gondola which faced 
the sun than on the “shady” side 

Cor ductivity of the ether increased rapidly 
as they rose. 

The frequency of the cosmic rays was 150 
times greater than on earth. The cosmic ray 
recording machine experienced a number of

“bursts” of cosmic rays, which Dr. W. F. G. 
Swann, director of research at Franklin Insti- 
tute and maker of most of the recording 


machines, says indicated transmutations of miai- 
ter through the disintegration of atoms

We shan't have to wait many weeks for a 
reading of the records and pronouncements 
thereon from the scientists. In the meantime,

Several soldier settlers still on 
the land are also in a poverty 
stricken state. They get no pro- 
tection from the Provincial Debt 
Adjustment Act; collectors con- 
tinually hound them, former con- 
cessions amount to nothing, the 
ridiculous war time price paid 
for this land can never be 
collected, Still the SS.B, farce 
goes merrily on, each and every 
one to their jobs; the whole thing 
would be amusing if it were not 
so tragic.

However I have still 
the faith I held last year and 
with the new shuffle of the coun- 
cil I hope our mayor will be able 
to say later, “I have fulfilled my 
promise.”
